: aihul for contenting every foot of ground in 
t ie days when white men were- pyshing 
forward, as the advance guard of what 
i>| known as our present civilization. 
I Flathead Indians derive their name 
from the shape of 4 heir heads. Men who 
elaim to know say that a board was 
strap|M-d on the tyack of the heads of the 
ehildren to force the head to n peak oh 
top and make it- Hat behind. This was 
probably done tot the pur|M>Ne of coticcu- 
iratinyjr the brain 1 into one place. How- 
ever, be it as it miBy, the Indians are Flat- 
'.heads in every sense of the word,! minus 
Ihe brains. 'A few of them are thrifty, 
but the great majority of them live the 
life of a tramp, roaming around. They 
love the white man's fire water. Their 
' trilies are diseased and they, like the white 
iiiiiii. an* easy pickings for a lot of lazy 
.grafters that! live in luxury on earth while 
; Mr. Flathead is being promised his reward 
in the shape} of happy hunting grounds, 
beautiful, tepees, | streets of gold, nice 
downy wing^. go)den stairs and lots ot 
niilk and honey. 
But never oiiitd the Indians as they will 
, soon be dead. It js the white Flathead 
that we must! do business with. W.hatever 
faults the brpwn Flathead has, for faults 
and ignorant*** the! white Flathead has the 
jljidiau backed oft the niap. 

Prices' of - Living Are High. 

The prices of food, clothing and shelter 
are a* high if not higiiei in FialhtMu 
valh'.v than in any other community in 
k he state of Montana, with the exception 
of Butte city, and; wages are lower, yet 
itlicKC Mat heads like it as they show no 
ll« sire % to organize! properly, so that they 
|might • better their [condition, but on the 
•contrary are not fc bit backward in pro- 
Maiming their cowardice by saying that 
1'f they join the wnion of their class in 
their industry they might lose the job. 
!' However, this is not true of all the 
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workers in Flathcajd| valley, as about 1.000 
men have enrolled! into the Industrial 
Workers of the World, and do wish to 
better their condition. They are the lum- 
bermen, or commonly known as lumber- 
jacks (the name by; which all men who 
work in the camps , getting out logs for 
the sawmills are known). 

The men who work in the sawmills in 
Flathead valley ane the poorest paid men 
in the' Tinted Spates, considering the 
prices that have 'to be paid for the neces- 
sities of life. The wages paid for com- 
mon labor in the sawmills that come under 
J he management off the Flat)iead Lumber 
association (trust), m 20c an. hour, and as 
the. mills have been jrunning short hours, 
the men have piled ufc> the munificent sum 
of *l.l>0 per day, Iwhich alone would not 
pay the rent of a! recent working man's 
house in Kalispcll, and yet these free Imrn 
A uterinum who projluc lumber ranging 
from « thousand to |Tr4) are content- 
ed with their wag*, which is evident from 
the f H ct that they nave made mv effort' 
at orguiii/ation for tjic purpose* of getting 
more of the product of their, toil. Like 
the Indian, many [of! these aiijmals called 
im*ii are going- to get equal- rights after 
they are dead, in the shape of golden 
stairs, trumpet* milk and honey, downy 
wiiiirx and mansions instead of pa|>er 
slacks.

SPEAKTROUBLE 



. vS^attle. March 13.-^Feltow Workers of 
thV IndiiMtrial Workers of the World : Se- 
at tl^,', Wash., seems to be the latest ]>oiiit 
of attack. The emissaries of the\ slave- 
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iug Ihe dictates of their mastors. Last 
night while holding a street meeting I was 
arrested on the old time-worn charge of 
blockading the street. As the crowd in- 
creased I asked them to step oJT the walk 
and make room for the pedestrians. This 
they promptly did, and the fellow workers 
guarded the meeting and perfect order 
prevailed. '■. But notwithstanding, the ser- 
geant placed me, under arrest and gave mc 
a ride in the hurry-up wagon, with the in- 
tention of feeding me to the cockroaches, 
lice, seam squirrels, filth and vermin-in- 
fested inferno that is operated by the 
propertied class for the sole purpose of 
striking terror into the hearts of the re- 
bellious slaves. This place is so rotten 
that it has been condemned by the board 
of heakh for the last two years. 

Jail for Revoiutionnti. 

The bastile in which the revolutionists 
are Hung has a special department under- 
n?ath the ground, made of solid cement 
with heavy iron* rings and ghostly chains 
that are awaiting you at the behest of your 
oppressors. This is a striking illustration 
of private ownership of the tools of pro- 
.duct ion and distribution. In all societies, 
past and present, where property is owned 
collectively, such things as prisons, has- 
tiles or jails do not exist. The industrial 
union has the power of eliminating all 
the eye sores of exploitation, as it. is the 
only scientific organization . that can put 
the finishing touches on U)e socialization 
of achievement. 

The Industrial Workers of the Wond 
are. growing vigorous and strong. We 
trc working our way into the- lumber in- 
dustry, in the department of manufactur- 
ing, and also iuto the building industry. 
We are making , good headway into the 
public service department. WE are striv- 
ing hard to get a good foundation for 
industrial organization, which will sup-. 
»plaat the old craft organisation, which ; s 
a rudimentary survival of the old feudal 
guilds of the davsof handicraft destined 
to pass out oft existence and make room 
for the union 'that is a product of modern 
machinery and class eonscionsnemi. 

Employment Sharka Came Trouble. 

The employment sharks in this vicinity 
are the , main objects of a.ttack by the 
workingmen, as the sharks make them pay 
for every job they get and also for many 
jobs that they don t .get 

A worker can not secure employment 
aT*any of the camps unless he has a tieket 
from the sharks. The slave driver will 
not hire him without the certificate. 
* It is by the nee of the shark that the 
camps can cheapen lstor power to the 
lowest figure. They work Id as follows: 
The bosses run a camp; in connection with 
this last is the employment otifleei a sign

camp.". 

The" men buy the JOB and go, at tlteir 
own exjM?nse to the camp. The men al- 
ready at work at the camp are then dis- 
charged on the arrival of the fresh batch 
of Stickers, and these men discharged, 
who are now hoboes, go back to the iem- 
ployment office and to the shark who runs 
it to see if his teeth arc as sharp as before.. 

Three Gangs Required. 

So each camp requires three gangs: one 
coming, one going, and one working.

The men are aw'akening to this triple 
expansion of exploitation and arc joining 
the Industrial Workers of the World in 
groups. \Vt» send out camp delegates who 
can initiate and organize the workers into 
an industrial union. Some of the camps 
sre thoroughly organized and this means 
that the boss is forced to send to jthc 
union for his men and not to the employ- 
ment Blmrk. This, in turn, means growing 
industrial control and better conditions 
for the workers, iuid to the extent that 
we control the tool, we own the tool, and 
this means Justice, Liberty, Right a|nd 
Responsibility.

religious body. We do hot quarrel w th any man's religious con- 
victions— we/have 1 our hands full tryi r« to make a living in this 
World and those who have settled that problem for themnclvcs may 
have [time to look to the 1UJKXING question of the hereafter. 

As to fiolitieal affiliation, we have none whatever. 

With' three daily papers printed in this City in the interests of 
the dnploving class* with a Hood of lira and slander which we arc 
forced to stem, with the, condition of he workers growing rapidly 
worsJ; ami with a growing WORKING MAN'S UNION, whose local 
membership numbers .thousands, it is indeed high time that we have 
a nailer where our side of Social and esse itial problems can be printed.

"WHAT IS THIS I. W. W.?" 

We haVc had so much free advertising in the Spokane Review 
and also in that universal slop-bueket. the. "Chronicle." in the past* 
few weeks that thcro arc*com|»aratively few people in these parts 
who have not heard or read of either the I. W. W. or the "so-called"" 
Industrial Workers of the World. But how many know what it is 
or what^its purpose? 

To those members of the working class who will be ready to hear 
the subject discussed in detail we recommend any of our hooks on the 
mattter, and es|K»cially the ofllcial organ of the Union, "The Indus- 
trial Union Bulletin." 

But even in this article we would try io set at rest one, or two 
of the lies which arc told about us by the Review—generally in the 
column 1 , next to the obscene advertisements, with which that sheet 
teeks.

^Btit the class instinct of these lepers and parasites tcAchtts them 
in place of intellect. They feel that there is an "element" in the 
working class that must be kept down at any cost. - And they are . 

The thing, wITich 
should warm the heart of every . deceit! workingman iri .the Pacific 
Northwest is that there is. at last a workingman 'a Union which com- 
mands the hatred and respect of the labor skinners, who thus far have 
been ablei to make Spokane a by-word, among workers, for merciless 
slave driyers and miserable pay.
